plred that the object of a recent meet- 
ing of the board of regents of the uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, in Milwaukee 
was to consider tho resignation 
of 


three members of tho faculty, Charles 
Homer Hasklns, professor of Europe- 
.in history; Paul S. Relnsch. .profess- 
or of political science, and Balthazar 
H. Meyer, professor of Institutes of 
commerce. 


Tho resignations, though coming at 


tho same time, are In now way precon- 
certed, hut are the result of indepen- 
dent action, all of tho men having re- 
ceived nattering offers from other 
Institutions.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


A Client* Smokejionne. 


Any one haying a. small ninoant of 


meat to smoke ftnd not caring to de- 
pend on the neighbors' sulokehoHBcs can 
build one himself without use of ham- 
mer or nnlls. says a correspondent of 
New England Homestead. Simply tnku 
nn old hogshead and HII\V a hole near 
the bottom for a Htoyeplpo to enter. 
Get nn old cast Iron teakettle and cut 
a hole near the bottom for draft. Now 
procure at least live lengths of stove- 
pipe; better, ten; less than five will 
burn the meat. Set your hogshead at 
least two 'feet above the level of the 
Ucttlc. Fill the latter with kindlings, 
Including sonic hickory wood and cobs, 
and place the elbow of the pipe over 
the top of the kettle. Start a lire anil 
hang your hams In the hogshead. Tins 
damper should be used when fuel la 
put In. This will do the work. I have 
used It for years and llnd It practical.

To have cabbage good and fresh In 


the winter It Is best to put It In tho 
ground, soys n New Jersey grower In 
American Agriculturist. I open a dou- 
ble furrow with the plow and put the 
cabbage In n single row with the heads 
down and the outside leaves drawn In 
under the head. I then plow two fur- 
rows to them. The first furrow cov- 
ers tho cabbage, and the other I draw 
up over roots, smoothing along on top 
with a shovel so that It will shed tile 
water. If I want to use tho cabbage

TO "MAKE THE TIME" 


Primary Requirements from a Rail- 


road Man— Must Cut to Time 


Card at all Hazards. 


A railroad engineer of many years' 


experience in talking over the Perry- 
vlllc disaster, put the blame for rail- 
road horrors In general on tiio pub- 
lic, says the Freport Democrat. "The 
public," he said, "demands fast time; 
it wants to get from place to place 
in the fewest possible hours; It wants 
to get Its mall over night and have 
its freight delivered on express time. 
Railroad officials pander to the public 
end require the men first of all to 
make time. What Is first demanded of 
engineers who get the best places, 
both on freight and passenger runs, 
Is net that they shall be safe, rella- 
tie and trustworthy, but that' they 
chall make arpecd. 
On passenger 
runs the time is cut down to the low- 
(•st possible limit; the schedules are 
made -out on the basis of the best 
the engine can do under the most fav- 
orable circumstances, and then 
an 


engineer is required to make it under 
all conditions. 
If he can't, or won't, 


take the most desperate chances and 
run down to the time card, he Is 
first set down and finally let out. 


"A few years ago on western roads 


a burst of speed of forty miles an 
hour was thought to be dangerously 
fast, but now no one thinks .he is 
going anywhere unless he traveling 
fifty or sixty miles an hour. 
and 


spurts of seventy-five or eighty mlle.s 
an hour are not considered at all 
remarkable. 
The one thing- an en- 


gineer thinks of after he gets Into 
his cab for an express runs Is to mane 
Ills time; to do It ho has to push the 
machine to her limit every single 
Tnlnuto and even seconds count. 
It 
is a strain, constant, wearing 
and 


sometimes heart-breaking, from one 
end of the run to the other. The high 
speed they have to make Is shorten- 
ing the lives cf engineers ten years 
to tho man. but they go on doing It 
for their bread and butter, •primar- 
ily, and to satisfy their prido to be 
called good men. 


"Such accidents as that at Perry- 


vllle breaks the courage of the men; 
tney get on their nerves. 
They all 


know Dave Dehan was careful, one 
nf the most careful who ever sat In 
a cab, yet the time came when ho 
made a mistake of some sort, 
and 


they don't know whose turn it will bo 
to make the next one, possibly mine 
or that of some other man In tho 
business. 
We can't help thinking 


about that, you know. 


"I don't suppose there will be any 


U-sscnlng of the speed however much 
we engineers may protest; the public 
wants fast riding, and tho • officials 
will make me. Palmer. Powell, Kyle 
or somebody pull the trains up to 
the very limits of our engines; but If 
we do have to,make even shorter 
schedules, for God's sake lot the offic- 
ials give us. and let the public demand 
double tracks, block systems 
and 
any and every device that will make 
It safer for us. 
when we speak of thed anser, really, 
"It is not of ourselves we think 


but of the passengers 'behind and tho 
families at home."

Napoleon began 'to Iw a prominent 


and. In the eyeH of some people, a dan- 
gerous personage when he returned 
from Egypt to France. Ills enemies In 


'' the army nnd in the republican coun- 


cils called him a deserter from the ar- 
my because he had returned to 1'arls 
•without authority. A conspiracy was 
formed between the directory and Mo- 
rcau nnd Hemadotto to arrest and ex- 


. ecute him. The motto of the conspira- 


tors was. "If we do not 1:111 him, he 
•will kill us." The portrait of Napoleon 
BH lie was then, In the second year of 
Ills, consulate and after his marriage 
to Josephine, has been drawn by the 
faithful hand of hi* secretary. Karon 
1 
de Meneval, who was close to bis'per- 
son dally for many years. 


Napoleon wus then, be KII.VH. moder- 


ately stout, lint the stoutness Increased 
later on by the' frequent use of baths. 


* 
which he took to refresh himself after 
fatigue. lie was' of mediocre stature. 
11 bout 5 feet - Inches, and well built. 


' 
though the trunk was rather lone. His 
bead wus big nnd the skull largely de- 
veloped. 
The shoulders were broad 


and the neck short, while' the size of 
the chest bespoke it robust constitu- 
tion, not so robust, however, ns the 
mind. The legs were well shaped, foot 
Htnall nnd well formed. He was proud 
of his hands, which were delicate and 
plump, with tapering lingers. A high 
aud brond forehead, penetrating and 
wonderfully mobile gray eyes and a 
straight, well shaped nose gave to the 
figure that stamp of nobility and dig- 
nity which are Inseparable from ull of 
Napoleon's painted portraits. The fea- 
tures were remarkably regular, teeth 
good, mouth perfect and chin promi- 
nent. Ills skin was smooth and com- 
plexion pale. When away In Egypt. 
be bad his Imlr cut uliort, u contrast to 
the style of his student days and the 
first Italian campaign. 


Meueval's portrait would be Incom- 


plete without recalling the hat. bure of 
trimming or lace, ornamented by a lit- 
tle trlcolored cocUnde, fastened with 
tilack sill; cord, nnd the gray surtout 
•which covered the 
uniform of the 


guard. The hat and surtout became his- 
torical, contrasting as they did, mid 


discussions, but not given to opinions I 
himself nor to any pretension on ac- 
count of bis aink. Whenever.the corn- 
puny was chlclly of womankind he told 
them stories of a tragical or satirical 
turn and was partial to ghost stories. 


Napoleon had the habit of working 


at night with his secretary. 
After nil 


hour's sleep he would be as fresh as If 
he. had slept the whole ulgliC Itcfore 
lying down he would say to Meneval, 
"Be here at — o'clock, aud wo will 
work together." 


Napoleon had tlio snuff linblt, but uot 


from appetite. Ill moment* of preoc- 
cupation he would sniff at the pinchers. 
Ills Ideas were developed us he dictat- 
ed, with a force of expression which 
showed, that his mind was upon the 
subject In hand. He seliloiu ate hearti- 
ly during these long hours of work, but 
u conk wus ut call and frequently 
brought In very light refreshments. 


When Napoleon awoke from sheer 


sleeplessness at night, he would forbid 
that his, secretary should be aroused 
and let him sleep uiitll '" o'clock, lie 
often worked alone at his papers nt 
night. lie had a marvelous memory 
for military details, evi-n to the compo- 
sition and material of each corps. The 
spelling and pronunciation of proper 
names bothered him. but the mention 
of n name culled up Instantly every- 
thing connected with It. 
When dic- 


tating an iiuiwer to an Important ills- 
patch or elaborating a dllllcult plan, ho 
would walk back and forth to the end 
of the dictation. Napoleon wrote little, 
for bin hand wus too slow for his brain, 
lie wim a ponr speller himself, but u 
sharp critic of the spelling of others. 
When there was no state work to do, 
the emperor was 111 at ease. He would 
pass an hour with Josephine, then take 
n imp upon the settee. 
After li.;ii he 


would enter the workroom and either 
talk at random with Meneval about his 
own personality, his manias. Ills health 
and his plans or begin to tense him 
with horseplay. He read but little In 
those days, but was familiar with 
books and the character of therr au- 
thors and would rend or reclfe from 
the tragedies of Cbrnelllo ami Voltaire. 


Meneval declares that Napoleon was 


not superstitious and had firm faith 
In I'rovldence as well as tlrmly rooted 
religious Ideas. He once, attempted to 
master anatomy nnd was too sensitive 
to endure the ordeal. Hut on the bat- 
tlefield Napoleon would dismount from 
the saddle, lift up a helplessly wound- 
ed man and place a Mask to his lips. 
He was ciir»ful about hurting the feel- 
Ings of people about him. always spoke 
kindly to serving people mid once, aft- 
er rebuking n page with such epithets 
OH "clumsy clout," called him up ami 
kindly Instructed him In his duties. 


Meneval witnessed the parting of Na- 


poleon and Josephine. The einpcror, bu 
says, fell upon a settee In abject de- 
pression of spirits. After some time ho 
arose nnd. taking his secretary with 
him, went to the apartments of tliu 
empress. Josephine \vas nlutie, also hi 
u state of sad depression, but she. 
sprung forward and threw her arms 
around Napoleon's neck. Napoleon kiss- 
ed her agalu and again, and she finally 
swooned In his arms. The emperor 
then placed her In the arms of Meneval 
and. ordering him not to leave her, nip- 
Idly left the room aud the building, 
never to see her. again. 


Among the sincere friendships of the 


man Honnparte. Meneval mimes the sol- 
diers Desalx. Lnnnes, Duroc. Ilesslcres 
and Mtiron. He wax devoted to his son. 
the king of Home. He kepfhlm by the 
hour In the workroom of state and with 
him on his knee read reports nnd sign- 
ed dispatches. Again, putting aside Ills 
public duties, he would He down on the 


tlmt strongly, with the gold nnd silver 
embroidered coats of the generals and 
the numerous* civil and military at- 
taches of the Imperial household. 


Mencvnl adds other particulars about 


Napoleon's everyday expressions of 
countenance. When under excitement, 
the-emperor's face assumed n terrible 
expression. 
Ills eyes Hashed lire, and 


Ills nostrils dilated, swtlllen with the 
passion within. Yet he never lost con- 
trol, nnd ns time went on the explo- 
sions became less frequent. His head 
remained cool under excitement, and 
the blood never rose to It. 'When In 
good humor and anxious to please, 
Napoleon's expression was soft and 
caressing niid his face lit by n smile. 
When alone with fnmlllnr friends, his 
laugh wus loud nnd a trltle Insincere. 


During the llrst year of his consulate 


Napoleon wns uffected with a disease 
which seriously deranged his health 
and temper. 
The nature and origin 


ffcro similar to those uf the affliction 
-which Nelson suffered under nil his 
Illfe. At the siege of Toulon Napoleon 
•directed one of the batteries, and dur- 
ing a fight one of the gunners was kill- 
ed. In order that the lire of that gun 
should not slacken the enthusiastic 
lieutenant seized the rammer which 
dropped from the hands of the dead 
man and flred the cannon several 
times.' Some days later he wus trou- 
bled with a malignant akin disease, and 
It transpired tlmt the dead gunner had 
been Infected. In bis real for the work 
of the campaign Napoleon fulled to un- 
dergo treatment, and (he disease gain- 
ed such headway that In Italy and 
Egypt he was thin and weak and never 
recovered until after he became em
